Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 

of  Health  for  the  Year  1915. 


My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, — 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  18th  Annual  Report  on  the  public  health  and  sanitary 
administration  of  the  County  of  Wilts. 

In  the  interests  of  economy  and  in  accordance  with  the  expressed  wish  of  the  County  Council 
and  Local  Government  Board  I  have  considerably  reduced  the  size  of  this  report.  I  have  con¬ 
sidered  it  advisable  to  prepare  the  comparative  statistical  tables  so  that  there  should  be  no  break 
in  the  continuity.  These  tables  are  of  great  use  for  purposes  of  reference  and  comparison. 

The  personnel  of  the  public  health  service  was  seriously  upset  by  the  medical  calls  of  the 
war,  several  medical  officers  taking  up  military  duty,  but  in  spite  of  this  disorganization  of  the 
public  health  service  the  work  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  effi¬ 
ciency. 

The  establishment  of  large  military  camps  with  their  consequent  cosmopolitan  tribe  of  camp 
followers  is  an  ever  present  source  of  anxiety  and  necessitates  extreme  vigilance  and  unrelenting 
activity.

AEEA  AND  POPULATION. 

There  was  no  alteration  or  extension  of  any  district  during  the  year,  but  in  March,  Dr.  Beards 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  East  Wilts  Combined  District,  commenced  his  duties.  The 
appointment  of  a  whole-time  expert  official  for  this  district,  which  comprises  a  considerable  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  area  in  military  occupation,  was  more  than  justified,  and  has  resulted  in  reducing  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease.  The  gross  overcrowding  of  dwellings  in  this  area  is  a  serious 
menace  to  the  public  health  and  necessitates  the  utmost  promptness  in  dealing  with  first  cases,  if 
■epidemics  are  to  be  avoided. 

The  area  of  the  administrative  County  remains  unaltered,  viz.,  864,101  statute  acres. 

The  Eegistrar-General  furnishes  the  population  for  the  County  as  280,519;  Urban  Districts 
162,356,  and  Eural  Districts  154,163.  In  arriving  at  this  figure  the  Eegistrar-General  states:  — 

“  The  war  has  made  it  impossible  to  adhere  to  the  methods  of  estimation  of  local  and  national 
“  populations  hitherto  in  use.  Men  of  military  age  have  been  largely  drafted  to  military  training 
“  centres  or  sent  abroad  with  the  army,  and  the  remainder  of  the  male  adult  population,  as  well 
as,  to  a  lesser  extent,  the  female  population,  has  migrated  on  an  unprecedented  scale  into  areas 
other  than  those  in  which  it  was  enumerated  at  the  last  census. 

“  Under  these  circumstances  estimates  of  local  populations  based  on  the  census  returns  were 
clearl}^  inadmissible,  and  it  became  necessary  to  search  for  a  substitute.  Fortunately  this  was 


ready  to  liaiid  in  the  shape  of  the  National  Register,  which  referred  to  a  date  only  six  weeks  re¬ 
moved  from  that  for  which  estimates  were  required,  viz.,  the  middle  of  the  year  1915.  No  doubt 
this  does  not  form  a  perfect  record  as  it  is  known  that  a  number  of  persons  escaped  registration. 
From  investigations,  how^ever,  which  have  been  made  in  another  connection  it  appears  that  the 
defects  in  the  register  taken  as  a  whole  are  not  on  such  a  scale  as  to  affect  seriously  the  estimates 
of  population  based  upon  it.  fly  the  method  described  below  it  was  possible  to  derive  from  these 
returns  estimates  of  the  civil  population  only  of  each  administrative  area  on  August  15th.  No 
attempt  has  been  made  to  increase  these  by  allowance  for  members  of  the  fighting  forces  because, 
apart  altogetlier  from  the  difficulty  of  ascertaining  the  average  military  population  of  each  district 
during  the  year,  experience  has  shown  that  under  present  circumstances  only  civilian  deaths  can 
be  tabulated  for  local  areas.  If  military  deaths  were  to  be  included  they  would  have  either  to  be 
debited  to  the  area  in  which  they  occurred,  a  course  which  would  render  tlie  death-rates  of  dis¬ 
tricts  containing  large  military  hospitals  meaningless,  or  to  the  area  of  residence.  An  attempt 
made  to  pursue  the  latter  course  has  had  to  be  abandoned  owing  to  military  authorities  having 
been  unable  to  furnisli  to  the  registrars  the  necessary  information.  It  has  been  found  necessary, 
therefore,  to  limit  tlie  tabidation  of  deaths  by  local  areas  to  deatlis  of  civilians,  and  under  these 
circumstances  tlie  civilian  population  is  obviously  the  proper  one  to  use  for  the  calculation  of 
death-rates. 

“  An  additional  advantage  in  tlie  use  of  National  Register  populations  is  that  these  consist  of 
habitual  residents  in  each  locality  and  not  merely  of  the  persons  who  happened  to  be  present 
therein  on  a  certain  date.  The  deaths  tabulated  from  the  year  1911  onwards  are  also  those  of 
habitual  residents  only,  and  therefore  the  use  hitherto  of  populations  which  in  certain  cases  in¬ 
cluded  very  large  institutional  elements  chiefly  composed  of  non-residents  introduced  in  these 
cases  serious  errors  into  the  rates  calculated  from  them,  as  pointed  out  in  the  Registrar-GeneraFs 
Annual  Reports.  (  See  ])age  132,  Report  for  1913.)  Tliis  source  of  error  now  of  course  disap- 
jiears  for  the  time  being,  and  in  such  districts  an  unavoidable  break  in  the  continuity  of  the  pre- 
^'iously  misleading  rates  will  result.  In  any  case,  however,  the  maintenance  of  continuity  is 
under  present  circumstances  obviously  impossible,  and  it  is  felt  that  the  present  estimates  will 
furnish  death-rates  calculated  to  indicate  as  nearly  as  may  be  the  health  conditions  of  the  civil 
population. 

“  The  method  by  which  the  estimates  of  civil  population  have  been  derived  from  the  National 
Register  returns  may  now  be  described. 

“  The  ratio  of  the  total  population  less  the  males  aged  15 — 65  years  to  tlie  number  of  females 
aged  15  to  65  years  at  the  rate  of  the  census  was  calculated  for  each  administrative  area,  and^this 
ratio  w’^as  applied  to  the  number  of  females  on  the  National  Register  ;  the  resulting  product  plus 
the  number  of  males  aged  15  to  65  years  on  the  National  Register  was  taken  to  be  the  number  of 
the  Civil  population  of  the  district.  A  small  adjustment  was  necessary  in  order  to  make  the  sum 
of  the  estimates  for  the  several  districts  equal  to  the  estimate  for  the  Country  as  a  whole  made  on 
the  same  basis.  Further,  the  population  in  institutions  was  not  registered,  and  this  (taken  to  be 
the  same  in  the  aggregate  for  England  and  Wales  as  at  census  date)  together  with  a  number  of 
persons  of  no  fixed  abode  were  distributed  evenly  over  the  whole  Country.  These  two  adjust¬ 
ments  raised  the  original  estimates  by  about  one  per  cent. 

“  The  question  of  the  population  to  be  used  for  the  calculation  of  birth  rates  has  also  required 
consideration.  The  births  registered  are  not  only  those  of  the  children  of  civilians,  and  the  esti¬ 
mates  of  civil  population  therefore  form  an  unsuitable  basis  for  the  calculation  of  birth-rates. 
Tt  is  imyrossible  to  frame  any  estimate  that  would  give  reliable  birth-rates,  and  it  is  suggested, 
therefore,  that  the  birth-rates  for  1915  be  based  uj)on  the  existing  estimates  of  total  population 
for  1914.  These  will  sometimes  be  seriously  in  error  owing  to  extensive  migration  having  oc¬ 
curred.  Although  in  such  cases  the  Registrar-General  does  not  possess  the  local  information 
necessary  for  applying  any  correction  it  is  not  suggested  that  this  fact  need  preclude  medical 
officers  of  health  from  making  use  of  their  opportunities  in  this  direction. 

“  Difficulties,  which  will  probably  prove  insoluble,  remain  as  to  estimation  of  populations  in 
sex  and  age  groups  and  the  standardizing  factors  dependent  upon  them.  Moreover  the  present 
method  of  estimation  will  obviouslv  not  apply  to  1916  or  subsequent  years  unless  the  National 
Register  is  effectively  kept  up  to  date  or  further  enumeration  made.  Nothing  can  at  present  be 
decided  as  to  these  matters.** 
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BIRTHS. 

The  birth-rate  has  been  steadily  falling  since  187b,  in  which  year  the  highest  birth-rate  was 
recorded,  viz.,  36.3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  is  one  of  the  most  serious  positions  that 
Wilts,  in  common  with  the  country  generally,  has  to  face.  Conferences  have  been  held  and  rea¬ 
sons  advanced  for  this  decline.  One  theory  is  advanced  that  the  declining  rate  is  due  to  the  in¬ 
creased  average  age  of  married  women  under  45  years  of  age,  and  this  apparently  has  obtained  for 
many  years  past.  It  must  have  to  some  extent  contributed  to  the  fall  in  the  birth-rate  as  female 
fertility  decreases  with  age.  As,  however,  in  the  absence  of  any  statement  of  the  age  of  parents  in 
our  birth  registers  there  are  no  available  records  of  the  fertility  of  women  of  different  ages  in  Eng¬ 
land  it  is  impossible  to  determine  exactly  the  effect  upon  the  birth-rate  of  this  increase  in  age  of 
potential  mothers.  In  any  case  it  can  but  account  for  a  small  fraction  of  the  fall  which  has  oc¬ 
curred.  Personally  I  think  the  fall  might  be  more  correctly  ascribed  not  so  much  to  the  decrease 
in  the  factor  of  productiveness  but  to  deliberate  restriction  owing  to  many  social  reasons,  insuffi¬ 
ciency  of  income,  lack  of  liberty  to  the  mother,  and  the  scandalous  advertisements  in  the  news¬ 
papers.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  our  Birth-rate  is  steadily  diminishing  year  by  year,  and  that 
now  we  are  very  considerably  below  the  average  for  the  decade.  This  is  indeed  a,  matter  for  grave 
concern,  and  the  remedy  is  extremely  difficult  to  enunciate. 


With  economic  conditions  in  the  state  they  are  at  present,  I  can  see  no  prospect  of  an  increase 
in  our  Birth-rate  for  some  considerable  time  to  come. 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  births  in  each  area  for  the  past  eleven  years,  and 
readily  reveals  the  districts  in  which  the  decrease  is  most  pronounced: —

It  is  to  be  noted  that  none  of  the  Urban  Rates  equal  that  of  England  and  Wales,  whilst  in  the 
Rural  Districts  Tetbury  and  Highworth  alone  exceed  the  national  figure. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  although  the  marriage  rate  is  increasing  rapidly  the  birth-rate  steadily 
lessens  year  by  year. 
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DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  Wilts  during  the  --ear  was  4,150,  but  this  number  has 
to  be  corrected  by  the  subtraction  of  576  deaths  of  non-residents  occurring  in  the  Countv  and  the 
addition  of  451  residents  who  died  outside  the  County  area,  giving  us  a  net  number  of  deaths  of 
4,025.  This  is  a  large  increase  compared  with  the  previous  year  when  the  net  number  wa.:  3,547. 

The  following  table  gives  the  average  Death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  County, 
the  Combined  Urban  and  Kural  Districts,  together  with  the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and

It  will  be  noted  that  the  death-rate  for  Wiltshire  jumped  during  the  year  tO'  14.34  per  1,000, 
which  is  the  highest  rate  recorded  since  1904. 

I  think  this  increase  in  our  death-rate  may  be  attributed  to  the  climatic  conditions  that  ob¬ 
tained  during  the  year.  The  weather  was  cold  and  damp  rendering  people  susceptible  to  any  ail¬ 
ments  prevaifing,  and  as  the  county  experienced  severe  epidemics  of  all  kinds  the  number  of  deaths 
from  zvmotic  and  other  diseases  showed  a  remarkable  increase.  Deaths  from  disease  of  the  respir¬ 
atory  organs  showed  an  increase  also  which  may  be  laid  down  to  the  inclement  weather.  The  out¬ 
breaks  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  exacted  an  increased  toll,  but  the  outbreaks  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria  was  apparently  of  a  much  milder  character.

INFANTILE  MOKTALITY. 

The  term  Infantile  Mortality  embraces  all  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  1914  was  403  against  353  in  the  previous  year. 
The  increased  number  of  infant  deaths  may  be  attributed  to  the  epidemics  of  Chicken  Pox,  Whoop¬ 
ing  Cough,  Measles  and  its  sequelae,  that  swept  over  the  County  during  the  year.  Deaths  from 
these  causes  show  a  considerable  increase,  but  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  deaths  from  prema¬ 
ture  birth  and  debility  show  a  decrease. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  introduction  of  legislation  regulating  the  industrial  employ¬ 
ment  of  w^omen  before  and  after  childbirth  for  a  period  of  say  2  months,  increased  maternity  bene¬ 
fit  in  the  form  of  compensation  for  loss  of  wages,  would  do  much  to  reduce  infantile  mortality 
amongst  the  working  classes.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  has  also  risen  considerably,  but  the  factors 
of  causation  for  the  national  increase  are  not  yet  available,  and  I  am  unable  to  compare  the  results 
for  the  County  and  England  and  Wales. 

The  County  Council  adopted  a  scheme  for  the  working  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  which 
received  the  assent  of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  came  into  force  on  the  1st  July,  1915. 
Three  whole-time  Health  Visitors  were  appointed,  and  the  first  nurse  commenced  on  September  1st 
and  the  other  two  on  October  1st.  The  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  has  been  extremely  valuable, 
and  has  more  than  justified  the  expenditure  involved.  The  visits  of  the  Health  Visitors  are  warmly 
welcomed  by  mothers,  and  the  advice  tendered  readily  accepted  with  benefit  to  both  mothers  and 
children.  I  have  received  reports  in  detail  from  the  Nurses  on  their  work  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  a  perusal  of  these  reports  show  that  as  time  progresses  the  attention  paid  to  children  of 
tender  age  will  result  in  our  having  an  improved  stamina  on  which  to  face  the  opening  of  school 
life  with  its  attendant  risk  of  infectious  disease  owing  to  intermingling.

It  will  be  recognised  that  like  the  National  Bate  our  death-rate  from  Phthisis  is  steadily  de¬ 
clining. 

With  regard  to  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  the  following  arrangements  are  now  in  operation. 
Owing  to  the  draft  scheme  for  the  Management  of  Winsley  Sanatorium  still  being  sub  judice  the 
County  Council  has  not  completed  the  purchase  of  the  20  beds  at  that  Institution.  We  are, 
however,  occupying  these  beds  on  an  annual  rental  and  they  are  kept  fully  occupied.  In  addition 
to  these  20  rented  beds  the  County  Council  owns  or  leases  8  more  beds,  making  the  total  sanato¬ 
rium  beds  available  for  the  County  28.  For  surgical  tuberculosis  tw^o  beds  are  retained  at  the 
Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital,  Margate.  The  loan  for  the  advanced  Hospitals  could  not  be  granted 
owing  to  rigid  economy  being  observed  with  regard  to  Treasury  funds  owing  to  the  war.  This  is  a 
matter  of  regret,  as  many  soldiers  suffering  from  Advanced  Tuberculosis  have  been  sent  to  us  on 
discharge  for  treatment,  and  although  not  suitable  “  sanatorium  ”  cases  have  had  to  be  sent  to 
Winsley;  thereby  overtaxing  our  limited  sanatorium  accommodation. 

The  three  dispensaries  have  been  in  full  working  order  during  the  year,  and  40  shelters  have 
been  in  constant  use.  Considerable  work  has  also  been  done  in  home  visitations  by  the  Dispensary 
Nursing  Staff. 

The  following  tables  compiled  by  Dr.  Crossley,  Tuberculosis  Officer,  show  the  amount  of  work 
accomplished  and  the  results  of  treatment,  and  I  think  are  self  explanatory.

KESPIKATOEY  DISEASES. 

Under  this  heading  are  included  deaths  from  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  (all  forms),  and  the  vari¬ 
ous  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs.  The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  from  these  diseases 
was  744.  This  is  the  highest  number  for  many  years  past.  These  diseases  are  almost  entirely 
subject  to  seasonal  influences,  but  despite  the  humidity  of  the  year  under  review  I  cannot  account 
foi-  this  large  increase.  The  increase  was  more  marked  in  the  Eural  than  in  the  Urban  Districts.

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CANCER. 

313  deaths  were  reported  compared  with  322  in  the  previous  year;  of  these  136  were  in  the 
Urban  and  177  in  the  Rural  Districts.  Cancer  accounted  for  7.7  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  in 
the  County.  The  large  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  need  occasion  no  alarm  as  with  the  in¬ 
creased  provision  of  facilities  for  diagnosis  the  disease  is  now  more  readily  recognised.  The  etiology 
of  Cancer  is  receiving  earnest  attention  at  the  hands  of  skilled  investigators,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
eventually  some  national  mode  of  prevention  and  treatment  will  be  organised. 

GENERAL  EPIDEMIC  MORTALITY. 

The  term  “  General  Epidemic  Mortality  ”  embraces  deaths  from  the  following  diseases,  viz.. 
Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Enteric  Fever,  Diarrhoea  and 
Enteritis,  Cerebro- Spinal  Meningitis,  and  Acute  Poliomyelitis.

NOTIFICATIONS  OE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  the  year  I  have  received  every  week  from  each  district  in  the  County  a  return  showing 
the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  in  each  parish  in  the  County,  and  have  published  the 
same  every  Monday  in  the  County  Notification  Summary,  a  copy  of  which  is  sent  to  every  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  the  County,  neighbouring  County  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  the  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  the  County  Asylum,  and  the  various  medical  men  in  charge  of  the  Military  Camps  and 
ITaining  Schools  throughout  the  County,  These  returns  have  proved  of  exceptional  value. 

The  following  is  a  brief  history  of  the  prevalence  of  the  various  infectious  diseases:  — 


SMALL  POX. 

Fortunately  no  case  was  reported  throughout  the  year,  although  a  constant  and  anxious  watch 
had  to  be  maintained  owfing  to  the  continual  coming  and  going  of  the  gipsy  van-dwellers,  and  other 
fiotsam  and  jetsam  that  congregate  in  the  neighbourhood  of  military  camps.  .

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  these  cases  were  a  continuation  of  the  outbreak  amongst  the 
military  on  Salisbury  Plain  during  the  latter  part  of  1914,  and  direct  contagion  may  be  said  to  be 
the  contributing  factor  in  many  instances. 

The  seasonal  incidence  of  this  disease  followed  its  usual  course,  viz. :  a  rise  in  the  early  months 
of  the  year,  and  a  decline  iti  tlie  middle  and  later  months. 


The  cases  in  the  Urban  Districts  may  be  said  to  have  been  sporadic  with  the  exception  of  Salis¬ 
bury  where  a  severe  epidemic  was  experienced.  Of  the  49  cases  42  were  residents  of  the  district  and 
27,  or  (>4.B  per  cent.,  of  the  cases  proved  fatal.  The  fjocal  Government  Board  sent  dotvn  an  Inspec¬ 
tor  to  investigate,  and- a  laboratory  was  set  up  for  confirmation  and  diagnosis  of  cases  and  the 
detection  of  carriers.  Warning  notices  were  issued  and  gratuitous  inoculation  widely  carried  out. 
Only  one  case  was  reported  in  Salisbury  from  July  to  December. 


Turning  to  the  Rural  Districts,  we  find  that  the  Amesbury  District  with  its  large  military 
camps  had  11  cases  with  3  deaths.  Devizes  flistrict,  which  was  inundated  with  Canadian  soldiers, 
had  six  cases  with  three  deaths;  Pewsey  District,  also  well  visited  by  Canadian  and  other  soldiers, 
had  four  fatal  cases;  Salisbury  Rural  District  had  3  cases  probably  connected  with  the  outbreak  in 
the  City;  Tisbury  District  had  5  cases  with  2  deaths,  and  the  mischief  was  directly  traced  to  Povant 
Camp,  Warminster  District  had  11  cases  with  six  deaths— here  we  have  the  large  Wylye  Valley 
Camps,  and  Wilton  District  had  8  cases  with  3  depths,  and  in  this  district  lies  the  large  Fovant 
Camp. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  infection  was  carried  from  the  camps,  not  so  much  by  the 
soldiers  themselves,  as  all  military  contacts  are  carefully  segregated  and  examined,  but  by  the  mis¬ 
cellaneous  assortment  of  camp  followers  and  workers.  These  consist  of  anyone  from  a  skilled  arti- 
zan  down  to  a  casual  labourer,  and  are  extremely  difficult  to  educate  in  matters  of  simple  elemen¬ 
tary  hygiene.  The  frequent  interchanging  of  pipes,  drinking  from  the  same  vessel,  and  overcrowd¬ 
ing  is  no  doubt  responsible  for  the  conveying  of  infection. 


ACUTE  ANTERIOR  POLIOMYELITIS. 

Five  cases  were  reported  during  the  year  from  the  following  districts: — Urban,  Salisbury  2 
and  Swindon  1;  Rural,  Marlborough  1,  and  Warminster  1.  There  were  no  deaths.  The  cases  were 
far  removed  and  had  no  connection  one  with  the  otlier. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  present  in  epidemic  form  all  over  the  County  during  the  year,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  is  practically  double  that  of  the  previous  year;  1,329  in  1915  and  775  in  1914.  For¬ 
tunately  the  disease  was  very  mild  in  character,  and  only  7  deaths  were  reported,  viz.,  6  in  the 
L^rban  and  1  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

Although  the  loss  of  life  is  happily  very  small  the  outbreak  seriously  affected  the  educational 
interests  of  children,  25  schools  being  closed  during  the  year. 

The  large  majority  of  the  outbreaks  of  Scarlet  Fever  are  no  doubt  milk  borne,  and  milk  pro¬ 
ducers  are  in  their  contracts  with  the  London  Dairymen  and  the  Milk  Distributing  Companies 
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bound  under  heavy  penalties  to  disclose  the  presence  of  infectious  disease  on  their  premises.  The 
milk  suppl}^  is  immediately  stopped.  Unfortunately  the  smaller  dairymen  have  not  these  strin¬ 
gent  agreements,  and  milk  is  continued  to  be  sent  until  the  Local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  pro- 
liibits  the  same.  As  the  greater  ])ortion  of  Wilts  is  covered  by  efficient  Isolation  Hospitals  there 
should  be  little  loss  or  inconvenience  to  the  farmers  as  the  cases  are  removed  to  hospital  immed’- 
ately  and  the  premises  disinfected,  after  which  the  milk  supply  can  be  resumed. 

The  disease  is  mainly  confined  to  children,  and  is  easily  transmissible.  When  the  attack  is 
slight  the  disease  is  not  recognised  by  the  parents,  medical  aid  is  not  sought,  and  children  are 
allowed  to  attend  school.  Although  not  seriously  ill  the  child  is  a  source  of  infection  and  conveys 
the  disease  to  others,  and  in  a  short  while  the  child’s  playmates,  both  at  school  and  outside,  are 
smitten  with  the  disease  probably  in  a  more  severe  form.  The  only  method  of  checking  the  spread 
of  the  disease  is  the  prompt  removal  to  hospital  of  initial  cases  and  the  segregation  and  careful 
watching  of  contacts. 

The  following  summary  shows  the  number  of  cases  notified  in  each  district  in  the  County  dur¬ 
ing  tlie  two  years  1914  and  1915,  and  clearly  indicates  where  the  disease  has  been  rampant.

DIPHTHEBIA. 

As  with  all  the  other  infectious  diseases  Diplitheria  has  been  more  prevalent  during  the  year, 
451  cases  being  notified  compared  with  888  in  1914. 

Cases  were  reported  from  all  the  Urban  Districts  excepting  Malmesbury  and  Wilton,  and  in 
tlie  llural  Districts  Caine  and  Malmesburv  were  free  from  the  disease.

The  chief  cause  in  the  transmission  of  tliis  disease  is  undoubtedly  the  “  carrier,”  or  a  case  in 
which  the  person  is  apparently  well  but  harbours  the  germ  in  his  ear,  nose,  or  throat,  and  mixes 
freely  with  the  general  public,  thereby  distributing  the  germ  broadcast.  Careful  investigation  and 
swabbing  is  the  best  means  of  getting  at  these  cases,  and  in  cases  of  school  outbrealvs  the  best 
method  to  adopt  is  to  carefully  register  the  position  of  children  in  relation  to  the  persons  attacked. 
Prompt  isolation  is  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

24  schools  w'ere  closed  during  the  year  on  account  of  outbreaks  of  Jdiphtlieria. 

The  majority  of  the  Sanitary  Authorities  now  provide  Antitoxin  for  the  treatment  of  the 
disease  and  for  purposes  of  prophylactic  injection. 

The  character  of  the  disease  was  moderate  in  severity,  and  33  cases  or  7.3  per  cent,  proved 
fatal. 

389  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital  or  86.2  per  cent,  of  the  notifications. 


ENTERIC  EEVER. 

28  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  reported  during  the  year.  This  is  an  increase  of  two  over  the 
))revious  year.  The  cases  were  distributed  as  follows : — IJrban  Districts,  Bradford  1  (fatal  case), 
Chippenham  3,  Salisbury  4,  Swindon  4,  Trowbridge  3;  Rural  Districts,  Amesbury  2,  Chippenham 
7,  Cricklade  1  (fatal  case),  Devizes  1,  Salisbury  1,  and  Warminster  1, 

Considering  the  migratory  movement  of  troops  and  civilians  in  the  county  during  the  year,  and 
the  erection  of  many  small  shops  retailing  articles  for  consumption  in  proximity  to  the  camps  with- 
ovd  water  supply  and  ])roper  sanitary  accommodation,  I  think  that  such  a  small  increase  is  a  matter 
for  congratulation.

Wilts  holds  an  enviable  position  with  regard  to  its  comparatve  immunity  from  Enteric  Fever, 
and  this  is  due  to  the  carefid  watch  maintained  over  the  public  and  private  water  supplies  of  the 
County.

No  connection  could  be  traced  between  the  cases  in  the  different  districts,  but  the  history  of 
IRiteric  Fever  is  always  of  interest  and  I  give  a  short  resume  of  the  cases. 


Urban  Districts. 

Bradford. — Sporadic  case,  removed  to  hospital  and  died.  Origin  of  disease  not  discovered. 

Chippenham.- — All  three  cases  were  soldiers  and  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment,  and  recovered.  Origin  of  disease  not  known. 

Salisbury. — Four  cases  were  notified,  and  two  belonged  to  the  district;  of  the  other  two,  one 
was  a  soldier  from  the  Dardanelles,  and  one  from  an  outlying  district.  Of  the  two  cases  in  the  dis¬ 
trict,  in  one  case  the  cause  of  infection  could  not  be  traced,  and  the  other  was  infected  from 
'^nitside  the  district.  Two  cases  were  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  two  at  the  Infirmary. 
The  two  local  cases  recovered,  but  the  non-residents  died. 

Swindon. — The  four  cases  were  soldiers  who  had  been  sent  in  the  first  instance  to  the  Red 
Cross  Hospital,  and  the  source  of  infection  was  outside  the  district.  One  case  died. 

Trowbridge. — Two  of  the  cases  were  a  father  and  daughter;  the  third  was  a  Nurse  at  the  Iso¬ 
lation  Hospital. 
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Kural  Districts. 

Amesbury.^ — One  case  was  a  shepherd  who  had  drank  water  from  the  River  Avon  which  at  the 
spot  is  highly  polluted.  The  other  case  was  a  lady  visiting  the  neighbourhood,  and  probably  picked 
up  the  infection  before  coming  to  the  district. 

Chippenham. — -7  cases  were  notified,  and  of  these  three  were  soldiers.  Of  the  civilian  cases 
three  were  notified  from  one  house  at  North  Wraxall,  and  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  mother  of 
these  children  also  suffered  from  the  disease.  Source  of  infection  was  not  traced.  The  other  case 
was  that  of  a  boy  at  Corsham.  He  was  a  delicate  child,  and  had  spent  the  greater  portion  of  his 

life  in  hospital .  All  recovered.

Cricklade. — One  case  reported,  and  the  infection  was  traced  to  a  long  disused  and  condemned 
well.  The  patient  drank  from  this  when  working  in  an  adjoining  field. 

Devizes. — One  case  occurred  at  Chirton,  and  recovered.  Origin  of  infection  could  not  be 
traced. 

Salisbury. — One  case  occurred  at  Alderbury,  and  could  not  be  accounted  for. 

Warminster. — One  case  occurred  and  could  not  be  ascribed  to  any  particular  cause. 


MEASLES. 

Measles  was  epidemic  throughout  the  County  during  the  year,  and  the  severity  of  the  outbreaks 
may  be  gauged  by  the  fact  that  Measles  accounted  for  50  deaths.  In  the  previous  year  there  were 
only  three  deaths.  This  disease  was  responsible  for  the  closure  of  55  elementary  schools. 

Measles  is  often  regarded  as  a  mild  and  negligible  disease,  but  it  is  high  time  that  this  absurd 
fallacy  was  eradicated  from  the  public  mind.  Measles  is  one  of  the  most  deadly  diseases,  and 
accounts  for  more  deaths  than  Scarlet  Eever  and  Diphtheria  combined.  The  mortality  from 
Measles,  is  not,  moreover,  a  complete  index  of  the  mischief  wrought  by  it.  Measles  is  a  frequent 
cause  of  retarded  growth  and  development  and  ill-health;  it  often  lights  up  latent  tuberculosis;  and 
deafness  and  defects  of  eyesight  are  in  many  instances  attributable  to  it.  The  efforts  hitherto 
made  to  control  Measles  have  been  abortive.  This  lack  of  success  is  due  in  the  main  to  the  special 
characteristics  of  the  disease.  Measles  starts  with  the  symptoms  of  a  “severe  cold”  and  the  char¬ 
acteristic  rash  only  appears  about  the  fourth  day  of  illness.  Infection  is  largely  spread  during  this 
catarrhal  period;  it  is  disseminated  probably  as  spray  when  the  patient  coughs  or  sneezes.  The 
course  of  events  in  a  school  is  usually  as  follows  — A  child  attends  school  suffering  from  the  pre¬ 
liminary  catarrh.  Twelve  days  later  the  first  crop  of  Measles  occurs  amongst  the  children  in  the 
class,  and  subsequently  the  majority  of  the  unprotected  children  will  be  attacked.  To  combat  the 
spread  of  Measles  in  the  schools  in  the  County  each  school  has  been  supplied  with  a  large  sheet  set¬ 
ting  forth  in  simple  language  the  symptoms  of  the  various  ailments  from  which  children  suffer, 
and  on  the  teacher  recognising  the  symptoms  for  any  particular  disease  a  notice  is  sent  in  dupli¬ 
cate  to  the  Medical  Officer ’of  Health  of  the  District  and  the  County  School  Medical  Officer.  This 
scheme  has  been  found  to  work  well  and  is  very  effective. 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  long  recognised  the  vast  importance  of  Measles  and  pub¬ 
lished  several  Memoranda  and  Circulars  on  the  Disease,  and  have  now  issued  an  Order  making 
Measles  compulsorily  notifiable  throughout  the  country.  This  Order  came  into  force  on  the  1st 
January,  1916. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

This  disease  has  been  epidemic  in  the  County  during  the  year  with  unprecedented  violence, 
and  accounted  for  54  deaths,  and  necessitated  the.  closure  of  66  public  elementary  schools.  One 
cause  that  leads  to  the  spread  of  this  disease  is  that  it  is  frequently  unrecognised  during  the  first 
ten  or  fourteen  days  of  the  attack,  and  this  is  the  period  in  which  the  infective  organism  is  found 
in  the  sputum.  Pneumonia  is  a  complication  that  often  arises. 

DIARRHOEA.  : 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  does  not  show  the  alarming  in 
crease  common  with  other  infectious  ailments,  and  this  may  be  attributed  to  the  humidity  of  the 
atmosphere  owing  to  the  amount  of  rainfall  preventing  the  development  and  spread  of  bacterial  life. 
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The  deaths  wei^e  fairly  distributed  over  the  County,  and  no  particular  district  calls  for  special 
mention.  Tlie  distribution  of  leaflets  on  the  dangers  and  prevention  of  Diarrhoea  are  found  of  great 
value.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Owing  to  the  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  of  all  kinds  and  the  necessity  of  receiv¬ 
ing  military  cases  our  isolation  hospitals  have  been  considerably  overtaxed,  and  in  several  instances 
Hospital  Authorities  have  had  to  make  arrangements  at  considerable  cost  for  the  boarding  out  of 
patients  in  another  district.  Our  isolation  hospital  accommodation  is  sufficient  under  normal  con¬ 
ditions,  and  the  best  efforts  possible  were  made  to  deal  with  the  emergencies  arising. 

Structural  additions  are  required  at  Swindon  and  Devizes,  but  these  will  have  to  stand  over 
until  after  the  war.  Although  structural  improvements  and  additions  are  not  possible  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  moment  I  would  strongly  urge  Hospital  Authorities  to  see  that  their  establishments  are  kept 
up  to  the  highest  standard  of  efficiency  and  cleanliness.  Economy  in  this  direction  may  lead  to 
disaster. 


WATEE  SUPPLY. 

The  mean  rainfall  for  the  County  during  1915  was  41.73  inches,  and  the  amount  in  the  previ 
ous  year  was  39.13  inches. 

I  have  heard  of  no  complaint  of  shortage  in  the  public  supplies  in  the  County,  and  the  quality 
of  the  water  has  been  maintained.  Since  I  took  up  office  in  Wilts  I  have  devoted  considerable 
time  and  attention  to  this  important  question,  and  there  remain  butdew  places  that  are  without  a 
wholesome  supply  of  water.  A  public  supply  is  needed  at  Amesbury.  A  scheme  was  proposed 
some  time  ago,  but  was  eventually  allowed  to  droj).  The  water  supply  of  the  village  of  Sutton  Veny 
in  the  Warminster  Rural  District  appears  to  have  beeii  contaminated  by  the  sewage  from  the  mill 
tary  camps,  and  the  question  of  extending  the  pipes  from  the  War  Office  supply  is  under  considera 
tion. 

Hie  laying  down  of  sewage  works  in  connection  with  the  military  camps  necessitates  continu 
ous  watch  being  kept  over  the  wells  in  the  neighbourhood. 

RIVER  POLLUTION. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE,  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  County  Council  is  well  aware  of  the  history  of  the  pollution  of  our  streams,  rivers,  and 
water  courses,  from  my  former  reports. 

Serious  trouble  has  arisen  in  connection  with  the  pollution  of  the  River  Og  in  the  Marlborough 
Rural  District,  and  here  the  matter  is  accentuated  by  the  fact  that  the  Og  is  practically  dry  during 
the  summer  months.  I  have  met  the  Local  Government  Board  Inspector  and  the  War  Office  Offi¬ 
cials  on  the  spot  and  discussed  the  matter  with  them.  The  River  Wylye  is  also  polluted  by  the 
sewage  from  the  camps  situated  on  its  banks;  as  is  also  the  River  Nadder  by  the  sewage  from 
Eovant  Camp.  1  am  in  close  contact  with  the  Special  Adviser  to  the  Southern  Command,  and  the 
various  Military  Specialist  Sanitary  Officers,  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  remedy  matters. 

As  the  Local  Government  Board  do  not  desire  detailed  information  for  each  district  I  am  omit 
ting  comments  on  the  various  sewage  works  in  the  County. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACTS,  1890-1909. 

The  question  of  housing  is  without  doubt  the  most  important  in  the  public  health  world. 
Several  authorities  in  the  county  have  ceased  all  work  under  the  Housing  Acts  because  they 
have  been  unable  to  get  structural  defects  remedied  owing  to  scarcity  of  labour  and  other 
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causes.  Such  a  step  is  disastrous,  as  overcrowding  exists  in  a  worse  state  at  present  than  ever 
before,  and  it  is  only  bv  routine  house  to  house  inspection  that  a  reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  hygienic  conditions  can  be  enforced.  The  struggle  against  the  two  evils  of  the  country,  Tub¬ 
erculosis  and  Infant  Mortality,  largely  depends  upon  the  question  of  housing  and  the  surroundings 
of  the  dwellings  of  the  people.  If  overcrowding,  dampness  and  bad  ventilation  and  defective  sani¬ 
tary  conditions  are  allowed  to  continue  they  are  bound  to  have  a  serious  effect  upon  the  health  of 
the  adults;  and  to  expect  infants  to  live  and  become  healthy  under  such  conditions  is  absurd,  and 
many  young  lives  will  be  sacrificed  to  Bronchitis  and  other  respiratory  diseases.  The  question  is 
vital,  and  I  would  urge  to  the  full  extent  of  my  power  that  Sanitary  Authorities  should  instruct 
their  officers  to  work  with  increased  vigour  in  their  housing  inspections  rather  than  diminish  their 
efforts.

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From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of  houses  examined  since  the  Act  came  into  force 
IS  58.56;  47.56  in  the  Urban  Districts,  and  58.31  in  the  llural  Districts.  Many  of  these  houses 
liave  had  changes  of  occupants,  and  there  is  little  evidence  of  re-inspection.  The  greater  number 
of  the  inspections  were  made  in  1610  and  1911.  Little  work  has  been  done  during  the  past  three 
years. 


In  the  Urban  Districts,  Salisbury  and  Swindon  are  below  the  mean  of  the  combined  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict  Kate.  In  the  Kural  Districts,  Amesbury,  Chippenham,  Marlborough,  Melksham,  Mere,  Pew- 
sey,  Kamsbury,  M  arminster,  and  Wilton  are  below  the  mean  combined  Kural  Kate. 


It  will  be  seen  also  from  the  foregoing  that  the  Urban  Districts  of  Bradford-on- Avon,  Devizes, 
Malmesbury,  and  Marlborough,  and  the  Kural  District  of  Highworth,  have  completed  the  inspection 
of  the  district.  In  these  districts,  re-inspection  should  be  vigorously  carried  out. 


DAIKIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  OKDEKS. 

The  inspection  and  registration  of  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops  is  in  the  hands  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  Sanitary  Authorities,  and  Kegulations  under  the  Orders  are  in  force  in  every  district  in  the 
County.  I  think  more  frequent  visits  should  be  paid  to  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  by  the  Inspectors 
of  Nuisances,  and  a  higher  standard  of  cleanliness  insisted  upon.  Kefuse  should  not  be  allowed  to 
remain  outside  the  sheds,  and  improved  personal  cleanliness  of  the  milkers  themselves  should  be 
demanded.  If  farmers  would  realise  the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  keeping  their  premises  and 
cattle  clean  and  their  sheds  whitewashed,  I  feel  certain  greater  attention  would  be  paid  to  these 
matters,  and  the  old  slipshod  methods  would  be  a  thing  of  the  past. 

The  London  County  Council  Veterinary  Officers  have  paid  occasional  visits  to  the  County  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  but  I  am  unable  to  give  the  results  of  their  inspections. 


MIDWIVES  ACT,  1902. 

The  inspection  of  midwives,  their  bags  and  appliances,  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  three  Health  Visitors  who  also  act  as  Assistant  Inspectors  of  Midwives. 
Koutine  examinations  are  now  regularly  carried^  out  and  reports  received  on  the  practice  and  con¬ 
duct  of  all  practising  midwives  in  the  County. 

Since  the  passing  of  the  Act,  507  women  have  been  enrolled  on  the  County  Kegister.  Of  this 
number,  174  women  were  in  practise  before  the  passing  of  the  Act,  and  333  women  who  have 
passed  the  examination  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  or  other  qualifying  authorities.

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In  accordance  with  Section  10  of  the  Act,  176  midwives  have  given  notice  of  their  intention  to 
practice  in  the  county  during  the  year.  Of  these  111  were  women  who  have  passed  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  and  65  were  bona-fide  midwives  in  practice  before  the  passing 
of  the  Act. 

The  number  of  untrained  midwives  is  steadily  diminishing,  and  in  some  cases  their  places  will 
be  very  hard  to  fill.

Four  scholarships  of  the  value  of  £25  each  are  granted  by  the  Wilts  General  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  annually.  Advertisements  are  issued  in  all  the  county  papers,  and  the  applications  are 
considered  by  the  Scholarships  Sub-Committee,  and  recommendations  made  to  the  full  Committee 
regarding  the  selected  candidates.  The  class  of  candidate  is  good,  and  they  are  trained  at  the 
Swindon  Nursing  Home,  and  subsequently  practice  in  allotted  areas  in  the  county. 

For  the  first  time  for  12  years  no  new  local  Nursing  Associations  were  started,  and  it  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  for  regret  that  four  Associations  were  disbanded,  viz.,  the  Warminster,  Keevil,  Wylye,  and 
Damerham  Associations.  In  the  Warminster  and  Wylye  districts  the  nurses  have  remained  in  the 
locality  and  practice  on  their  own  account,  but  this  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  satisfactory  permanent 
arrangement,  as  there  is  no  security  given  that  the  poor  and  really  necessitous  cases  get  adequate 
attention. 
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The  instructions  on  the  care  and  feeding  of  infants  that  I  have  compiled  have  been  freely  and 
widely  distributed,  and  have  proved  a  boon  to  nursing  mothers. 


I  have  again  circularised  the  whole  of  the  midwives  in  the  county  asking  for  a  return  of  work 
done  during  the  year,  and  have  received  replies  as  under:  —

5,322  births  were  registered  in  the  County  during  the  year  1915,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  mid¬ 
wives  delivered  2,795  of  this  number,  or  52.51  per  cent,  of  the  total,  a  decrease  compared  with  the 
preceding  year  of  0.62  per  cent. 

Swindon  Training  School. — The  Staff  and  pupils  attended  197  midwifery  eases,  viz.,  99 
males  and  98  females,  and  40  maternity  or  19  males  and  21  females.  The  number  of  Still  Births 
attended  was  2,  one  of  each  sex.  Medical  Aid  was  sent  for  in  28  cases. 

10  nurses  working  for  the  Corsham  Nursing  Association  attended  98  midwifery  cases  (51  males 
and  47  females),  or  an  average  of  9.08  cases  each.  They  also  attended  44  maternity  cases  (29 
males  and  15  females),  or  an  average  of  4.4.  Tliese  nurses  also  undertake  School  and  General 
Nursing  duties. 

29  certificated  women  working  on  their  own  account  attended  425  cases  (210  males  and  215 
females)  between  them,  or  an  average  of  14.65  cases  each.  The  greatest  number  of  cases  attended 
by  one  of  these  nurses  was  62  midwifery  cases  in  Trowbridge,  whilst  others  attended  60  at  Chippen¬ 
ham,  59  at  Salisbury,  and  39  at  Warminster.  These  nurses  also  attended  102  maternity  cases 
(48  males  and  54  females)  or  an  average  of  3.51  each. 

A  return  was  received  from  68  midwives  w^orking  for  District  Associations,  and  between  them 
861  (430  males  and  431  females)  midwifery  cases  were  conducted,  giving  an  average  of  12.66  cases 
to  each  midwife;  303  maternity  cases  (140  males  and  163  females)  were  also  attended  or  an  average 
of  4.45  cases  each. 

59  bona-fide  midwives  attended  1214  cases  (650  males  and  564  females)  or  an  average  of  20.57 
cases,  and  153  maternity  (81  males  and  72  females)  or  an  average  of  2.59  cases.

SALE  OF  FOODS  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 


During  the  year  under  review  242  samples  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst,  Dr.  Bernard 
Dyer,  of  London,  by  the  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

The  work  under  this  Act  is  in  no  way  connected  with  the  Health  Department,  as  it  should  be  in 
an  ideal  scheme.  The  County  is  divided  into  two  areas,  viz..  Northern  with  an  area  of  422,043 
acres  and  a  population  of  over  150,000,  and  Southern  with  an  acreage  of  443,062  and  over  140,000 
people.  Samples  are  collected  by  the  Inspectors  and  forwarded  to  the  County  Analyst,  and  the 
Sub-Committee  of  the  two  Divisions  mentioned  deal  with  the  Reports  and  direct  prosecutions 
where  necessary.  In  prosecutions  of  a  technical  and  difficult  nature  my  aid  is  solicited,  and  this 
is  my  sole  connection  with  this  work  so  closely  affecting  the  public  weal.

LOCAL  GOVEENMENT  BOAED  ENQUIEIES. 

No  enquiries  were  held  during  the  year  as  loans  were  not  sanctioned  owing  to  the  rigid  economy 
exercised  with  regard  to  Treasury  funds. 

SANITAEY  LEGISLATION. 

Tlie  year  under  rev  iew  was  absolutely  void  with  regard  to  any  public  sanitary  legislation. 

LABOEATOEY. 

Large  numl)ers  of  samples  of  water  and  sewage  effluents  were  analysed  for  District  Councils  in 
the  county,  and  the  fees  for  this  work  have  been  paid  to  the  County  Treasurer.  In  addition,  a 
considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  for  the  purposes  of  my  own  reports.  I  have  examined 
a  large  number  of  specimens  of  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Eever,  etc.,  during  my  investigations  of  out¬ 
breaks  of  infectious  disease,  but  owing  to  the  lack  of  assistance  it  was  again  found  impossible  to 
undertake  work  for  the  Isolation  Hospital  Authorities,  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  General  Prac¬ 
titioners. 

Examinations  of  sputa  are  at  present  being  done  for  the  County  Council  by  the  Virol  Labora¬ 
tories,  London.  The  District  Councils  and  Isolation  Hospital  Committees  have  entered  into  an 
arrangement  with  the  Clinical  Eesearch  Association  for  the  examination  of  specimens  at  a  high 
cost  per  examination,  and  the  annual  cost  to  these  Authorities  must  be  rather  heavy. 


CONCLUSION. 

I  regret  the^  delay  in  the  presentation  of  this  Eeport,  but  my  duties  are  so  multifarious  that  I 
am  only  able  to  write  this  Eeport  at  odd  intervals.  The  preparation  of  other  scliemes  for  County 
administration  more  than  occupies  my  time. 

New  duties  are  continually  being  cast  upon  my  Department,  and  my  limited  staff  is  only  able  to 
(mpe  with  the  increased  clerical  work  by  frequently  working  overtime. 

The  most  cordial  relations  continue  to  exist  between  the  district  sanitary  officials  and  mv  De¬ 
partment,  and  I  desire  to  again  express  my  thanks  both  to  them  and  to  your  Committee  for  the  help 
and  consideration  I  have  received  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.
